Emphasis is Laid on Condition That 
Allies Must C ive Serious Evidence 
of Desire for P eace by Joint and 
Benevolent D iscussions of Ques­ 
tions. 


WAR NEWS SUMMARIZED 


Amsterdam, Sept. 14.— The reply 
of the Central P o w ers to the peace 
note of Pope Benedict says a Vienna 
despatch to the Tijcl begins by de­ 
claring th at they regard the papal 
proposals as a suitable basis for 
peace negotiations. 
Regarding th e exchange of occu­ 
pied t e r r i t o r i e s 
arbitration,

armament an d sim ilar principles de­ 
clarations are m ade, the despatch 
adds, which testify to the idealism 
of the Central Pow ers and their sin­ 
cere desire for a peace which will 
insure happiness to all nations.

the market th e re was scarcely any 
wheat in the country, 
lf shipments

Agriculture’s food 
survey, now in progress throughout 
the nation, discloses that large sec­ 
tions of the population appear to 
be eating more than the standard 
dietary requirement the Government 
will “ be more than ever justified in 
urging th em to curtail for the bene­ 
fit of our Allies,” Helen M. A tw a t­ 
er, Scientific Assistant of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture's States R ela­ 
tions Service, said here today. 
She 
addressed the National Conference 
on the W orld's Food, held by the 
American Academy of Political and 
Social Seience."- 
The food survey was begun on 
Aug 31 and was authorized by a re­ 
cent act of congress. 
“ The results 
of this first survey,” the speaker 
said in part, “ cannot fail to give val­ 
uable information as to what food 
materials the country possessed and 
where they were located; but those 
responsible for it consider it chiefly 
useful as testing out the machinery 
for the second survey which it is 
planned to make in November or 
December by 
improved 
methods. 
From the results of the two together 
they are confident that the a n n u a l 
food supply of the nation can be 
calculated more accurately th an by 
the method used abroad. 
Measures N a tio n ’s 
Stock 
of 
F o o d 
^T h e unprecedented value of the 
fo M ^ m p p ly as a guide to the na- 
tion^wfietary needs lies in the fact 
that in addition to measuring tho n a ­ 
tion’s stock of food it has planned to 
provide reliable information as to 
what people actually eat in different 
parts of the country and in families 
of different circumstances. 
“This is to be accomplished in two 
ways. 
T he first is called a food con­ 
sumption survey, and in the p r e lim ­ 
inary survey was made with the co­ 
operation of 3,500 housekeepers vis­ 
ited for the household -stocks rec­ 
ords. Each was asked to keep a daily 
record of the food used by her f a m ­ 
ily for seven days. Blanks were p r o ­ 
vided on which all the common food 
materials were listed in a way which 
I she could understand, and she was 
i simply asked to

known as dietary studies, the m e t h ­ 
od of m ak in g them has been in use 
for forty or fifty years, and any in ­ 
telligent senior in a college course 
in home economics should he able to 
conduct one. 
All the food on hand 
at the beginning of the study, all 
that is procured during its course, 
and all remaining at the end. are 
carefully weighed and recorded. All 
waste and refuse also are 
noted. 
From these the amount of each food 
material actually used is determined. 
The percentage composition of each 
s then obtained from standard t a ­ 
bles, or, in rare 
cases, 
specially 
found by analysis, and by the use of 
theso figures the protein, fats, c a r ­ 
bohydrates and energy provided are 
oaaily calculated. 
In these dietary 
studies accurate note is made of the 
age. sex, weight, general condition 
and occupation of the different m e m ­ 
bers of the family by means of which 
the nutrients and 
energy 
a<dually 
consumed per person or per man per 
day are calculated. 
Aa full in fo rm a­ 
tion as possible is also o b t a i n e d re­ 
garding the income, health and gen­ 
eral standards of living. 
“ lf. in spite of high prices and 
general dislocation 
of 
the 
usual 
sources of supply, large sections of 
our population appear still to be ea t­ 
ing more than the standard req u ire­ 
ment, we shall be more th an ever 
justified in urging them to curtail 
for the benefit of our allies. 
More­ 
over we may find that in many, per­ 
haps in most. sections of the country 
our food habits tvave not yet been 
disturbed to any important extent."
